scene of his labours that the forts of the Peiho. which com- 
mand the waterway to Pekm were in course of reconstruc- 
tion. In fact, as soon as our fleet left the river, after the 
Treatywas signed, the Mandarins proceeded to rebuild the 
forts, and to strengthen them by additional works— 
to create obstructions which materially added to the na- 
tural defences of the place already existing in a narrow 
and shallow chanuel and deep mudbanks, and to form a 
system of obstacles by means 6f spikes, stakes, and 
floating booms, indicative of no small engineering skill. 
It was known to our naval and military authorities, and 
to Lord Elgin himself, that the Chinese- were taking 
these steps. It was known, too, that the Treaty had 
been forced upon them by the vigour of our military and 
naval operations. Its provisions, which secured for 
France and England the right to establish their Ambas- 
sadors at Pekin, were understood to be so distasteful to 
the Government of China that Lord Elgin 
himself expressed his surprise the Mandarins did 
not lose their heads for signing it. In consequence 
of. the doubts and _ fears and suspicious which 
were entertained when the Ambassador’ set out on their 
mission, it was recommended that they should be 
escorted by a force which was too strong for the mere 
purposes of escort if the Chinese were friendly, but 
which, as it unfortunately turns out, was too weak to 
carry our representatives to Pekin if the Mandarins 
were determined to adopt their new reading of the 
Treaty, and to resist the introduction of an armed fleet 
into the waters which lead to their capital. The mea- 
sures.taken by the Chinese indicate, as we have said, 
considerable sagacity.- There appears to be no 
room for doubt that if Mr. Bruce and M. de 
Bourboulon had abandoned the position’ which they 
were entitled to take, and had solicited the Mandarins 
to conduct them to Pekin, they would, after‘ a long 
series of delays and degrading concessions, and possible 
indignities, have been permitted to effect the ratification 
of a Treaty which would have been only the consum- 
mation of our discredit and the evidence of a moral de- 
feat. Foreseeing the probability that we should not 
accept their terms, the Mandarins prepa a plan to 
meet any armed attack in support of our 
claims, which has been unfortunately attended 
with success. When our fleets hove off to the 
mouth of the Peiho, the Mandarins were in a 
strong political position. They held aloof from any 
communication with us, and established themselves, as it 
would appear, at Tien-tsin, some distance up the river. 
Their attitude seemed to indicate a perfect confidence 
in their means of resisting any hostile measures, which 
was unfortunately justified by the result of our opera- 
tions. Had we coridescended to be supplicants, and 
consented to undergo the humiliations to which Lord 
Macartney was subjected, it was likely the Mah- 
darins would not have resisted our overtures. 
But we appeared before them in an attitude 
more becoming two great nations. The uncertain nature 
of our relations with the Chinese was, however, mani- 
fested in the mode in which our Ambassadois made their 
appearance. There can be little doubt we came with 
the expectation of meeting resistance, atid that the dove 
which held the olive branch bore also the lightnings of 
war. What says Admiral Hope? On the i8th, having 
gathered his squadron at the rendezvous, he proceeded 
to the mouth of the Peiho on a twofold mission—to ins 
timate to the local authorities the intended arrival of 
the Ambassadors, and to “ recunnoitre the existing state 
of the defences of the river.”

A momentary calm seems to have settled upon 


| Southern Europe. The attention of the Western Powers 


has been suddenly called away to scenes of conflict and 
disaster in far seas, where an imperious instinct of self- 
preservation leaves no room for any other sentinient or 
idea than that of immense interests to be protected from 
instant peril, and the dignity of two great na- 
tions to be redeemed from defeat and disgrace by a 
decisive act of indemnification in the sight of all 
the Eastern world. One thing at a time, is a 
favourite Anglo-Saxon principle, and for p. people 
engaged in transacting two-thirds ofthe solid business 
of mankind---the feeding, the clothing, the fetching, the 
carrying, and the money-making---it is found to be a 
matter almost as much of necéssity as of taste to make 
this salutary maxim a rule of conduct. The truth is, 
that independent and vigorous nationalities have to mind 
their own business before they can spare leisure for look- 
ing after their neighbours’ concerns ; and this is why we 
are accused by candid friends (of the Dupin ainé species) 
of égoisme. We care as little as we can help for foreign 
affairs ; and when we have expressed a perfectly sincere 
conviction that self-government is the right of all who 
can win and keep it, we have said all that the English 
people has to say on Continental politics; the rest is 
“leather and prunella.” Across the water and all 
Europe over, home affairs appeer to be quite a second- 
ary consideration to professional politicians. Every- 
body is in leading-strings, and everything is so 
ingeniously swaddled up to the throat by the adminis- 
trative machine ; the individual is so weak, and the 
State is so strong, personal initiative so restrained and 
halting, enterprise so puny and dependent, that the 
public is compelled to get up a sort of factitious interest 
in foreign “questions,” and in default of light liberty, and 
movement at home, the most national idea reflected in 
the journals is the idea of setting half the Continent on 
fire from time to time for the sake of basking in a blaze 
of glory, and then taking credit in a Congress for put- 
ting it out. Continental declaimers against the arro- 
gance and selfishness of England will never by any ar- 
rangement of words be made to understand how pro- 
foundly indifferent the English public is to the sort 
of “moral predominance” of which we hear so much 
from the organs of French diplomacy. The only 
moral predoniinatice we seek is that which is insepara- 
ble from political freedom, and from that supremacy in 
ships, colonies, and commerce which the need and the 
force of expansion have wrung—so to speak-- from the 
energies of an earnest people, pent up in an island home. 
You must deport the race bodily, take from it all that 
makes it what it is, before you can hope to destroy this 
moral, which is entirely distinct from any idea of poli- 
tical or diplomatic, preponderance, and from that deli- 
rious vanity and reckless lust of domination which is 
never satisfied but when Europe is afraid. 

The thoughts of miost Englishmien have been fat away 
from Italy the last seven days; but are we to be ac- 
cused of national selfishness because we have something 
better to do than to follow with surmises and suspicions 
the visits, and the journeys, and the interviews, and the 
confabulations of half-a-dozen diplomatists, or even of 
the two longest-headed sovereigns of modern times ? 

Is it possible, at this time of day, sober Englishmen 
ask, that the fate of a natiori depends on the wink of 
one man, the frown of another, the shrug of a third, 
the whisper of a fourth, the politeness of a fifth, or the 
sulkiness of a sixth? Is.the independence of. millions

Since the early part of 1848 thé colony of Nova 
Scotia has enjoyed the advantages of what is called re- 
sponsible Government ; that is to say, in that year the 
Executive Council, for the first time, bowed to the au- 
thority of the majority in the House of Assembly, which | 
was hostile to its measures, and at once retired from 
office. There are still, of course, two political parties 
in the colony, between which there is a broad 
line of demarcation. The general character of 
the differences between these parties ‘may be 
best understood from a brief outline of the programme 
a Opposition, the leader of which is the 
Hon. W. Young. The Opposition, according toits own 
account, seeks to rescue the public works of Nova Scotia 
from the control of those by whom in their very origin 
they had been opposed. It accuses the present Ministers 
of having fostered “traitors” to the Queen’s Govern- 
ment---persotis Who correspond with its enemies in a 
time of war; although who these “ traitors” are, and what 
their treason consists of, does not very clearly appear. 
It adopts the principle of absolute religious neutrality “in 
the administration of affairs, and it protests against the 
summary and unjust dismissal of able and upright offi- 
cials from the public service. These were the questions 
raised between the two parties, and upon these 
issues Parliament was dissolved on the 15th 
of April last, and a general election took place 
the writs being returnable on June the Ist. Although 
the election is said to have taken place under a law 
which conferred special advantages upon the Minis- 
terial party, and which law had not received the ap- 
proval of her Majesty, the decision of the constituencies 
was generally adverse to the Ministry. Their opponents, 
in fact, gained a majority of three, which, allowing for 
the difference of numbers, would be equivalent to a ma- 
jority of thirty-six in our House of Commons, In- 
deed, so complete was the defeat that tne Provincial 
Secretary, the Financial Secretary, and another 
member of the Cabinet, were all beaten; while 
the Premier himself was only returned by a 
majority of seventeen in a country’ which had 
previously been one of the strongholds of his party. 
This being the result of the elections, the majority na- 
jority naturally expected that a meeting of Parliament 
would very soon be convened, so that the question of 
confidence or no confidence in the existing Cabinet might 
be put to the vote. 

Such a step as this would only have been in confor- 
mity with the unvarying usage of every constitutional 
country. In England, Parliament is always called to- 
Ea as soon as possible after a general election ; and 

this were not done the Government would be brought 
to a dead-lock for the want of supplies, unless, 
with the certainty of giving birth to a revolution, 
it imitated the fatal example of Charles L, and 
levied taxes without the sanction of the people’s repre- 
sentatives. No English Minister, however; would ven- 
ture to assume the perilous responsibility of advising 
her Majesty to postporie, for any lengthened period, the 
meeting of a new Parliament. It is worthy of mention, 
as an illustration of this fact, that on the 23rd April last, 

our House of Commons was dissolved, and that by the 
31st of the ensuing month the writs were returned, and 
the new Parliament had assembled. This was an 
example which the Governor of Nova Scotia might 
have been expected to imitate. But week 
after week passed away, and yet Lord Mulgrave show- 
ed no signs of calling together the newly-elected 
Legislature. On June 29, Mr. Young and twenty-eight 
other members of the House of Assembly wrote to 
the Governor, informing him that they constituted an 
absolute majority of that body, and that they had been 
returned expressly to oppose his present advisers, and, 
if possible, to supersede them. They therefore prayed 
his Excellency to afford them the earliest opportunity 
for testing the opinion of Parliament, so that he miglit 
possess Ministers who really enjoyed the confidence 
of the people.

Here, sir, is an epitome of the laws ofthe service on 
these matters; but independently of the prohibition re- 
lative to the “ Titus Oates system,” the men, as far as I 
could learn—and I had extensive personal experience— 
held in ‘abhorrence the “ demoralising ice,” and if, 
perchance, a juvenile member exhibited a mania for the 
“system,” an olderand more experienced member would 
direct his mind’s optics to those awkward bipeds yclepts 
“ detectives,” and the clumsy deportment, semi-sheepish, 
semi-hangman look of these obtuse animals, whether of 
rural fame or metropolitan celebrity, had such an effect 
on the incipient. juvenile that a second glance was not 
required to perfect a cure. 

Having sed of the subject of “Inland Revenue 
Espionage,” I will; sir, conclude by giving you a brief 
synopsis of the manner in which the proceedings of that 
department of the Civil Service was conducted, and of 
the system of education pursued in the training of its 
pen upon which the issue of their labours entirely 

epended. 

The district in which a lieutenant and party of Inland 
Revenue were supposed to suppress illicit distiMation, 
malting, &c., was the area of a circle, the diameter of which 
was about 28 Irish miles—this circle having the “barrack” 
for its centre. ‘The first subject to which the attention ofa 
novice was directed was to obtain a perfect practical 
knowledge of the geography and topography of this dis- 
trict. Until he had perfected himself in this knowledge, 
his services were not thought much of. Having learned 
the exact position of every tree, gap, &c., he learned the 
name, place of residence, trade or calling, of each of the 
inhabitants of the district, together with his general 
character; and particular views respecting the Excise laws. 
All this he could learn in an open and aboveboard 
manner ; and, as he was not subject to change from one 
district to another, he knew the most of the men with 
whom he might be brought into antagonism during his 
whole service. He had further to learn the various 
descriptions of “ hides ” resorted to by the smuggler, so 
that he could trace to its repository any portions of the 
“ tacklings,””. or “brewing,” with as much certainty as 
the bloodhound would follow up the scent of the light- 
ning-footed stag. He should be perfectly acquainted, 
beyond the possibility of committing an error, with the 
various conditions of the grain in its many changes and 
ever-varying appearances, between the haggard and the 
whiskey-keg. I have never known one of them to fail 
in discovering the presence of the “ irritant poison.” No 
difference whether the matter which he sought hap- 
pened to be in a state of fermentation or decomposition, 
there was no hungling, no generating of “poison” 
from the tests employed, no difference of opinion, when 
the result of his investigation was stated-—confident of 
his scientific aceuracy when he shouted Eureka, all 
were convinced. 

These, sir, are a few of the qualifications which were 
necessary to “make up” the Exciseman. In acquiring 
these qualifications, he was required to travel from 20 
to 30 miles on each of 4 or 5 days, at least, in each 
week, and in all weathers. This served to “ acclimatise” 
him, so that he would stand “amid the war of elements” 
with as much unsophiscated unconcern and indifference 
as the goat ot the cliff which he climbed, or the moor 
bird which he left in the valley below; and this exercise 
so developed his muscular powers that he could, ere the 
end of his noviciate, contend successfully with the 
boldest of the peasantry, or “he could,” in your own 
words, “run down the most active smuggler at the end 
of a day’s race.” Nor was the lazy, sluggish step of 
the patrol along the reverberating mountain froad the 
description of locomotion suited to the calling or inclina- 
tion of these amphibious, iron sonsofactivity. Silently 
and swiftly as the Red Indian of America they pursued 
their way along valley, over mountain, rock, and morass, 
seldom encumbgring a road with their weight, ex- 
cept to cross it when necessary; sometimes travelling 
along the bed of a rushing river, sometimes taking a cir- 
cuitous path of 15 or 18 miles to avoid “ watches,” some- 
times unobserved and silently treading their way through 
relays of these “ watches,” who had been stationed in vari- 
ous places to intercept their passage and raise an alarm. 
So perfect was the discipline*which regulated the move- 
ments of thesé men, that during an expedition of many 
miles, when the pitchy darkness of a November night 
would be almost palpable, they would, like spirits of the 
air, glide over obstacles and impediments without utter- 
ing a sound. Such were the men who once protected the 
legitimate trader. They had to perform trying and ar- 
duous duties, and they performed them well. Where 
are they now? and have their places been supplied ?—I 
am, sir, your obedient servant.

THE RECENT MURDER IN KILLARNEY. 

_ EILLARNEY, Tursspay Eveninc:—A man named Mi- 
chael Foley, answering to the description of the person 
last seen with Biddy Sullivan on the night of her murder, 
has been arrested on suspicion of being implicated in the 
murder. It appears that Foley, who works on railways, 
went from Killaraey,on last Sunday week (the day after 
the murder), in the excursion train as far as Mallow, and 
had worked there from that time up to the perfod of his 
arrest. From some information given to the police, Swtb- 
constable Mulvy proceeded to Mallow, arrested him there, 
and brought him here by train yesterday evening. A 
priyate investigation, before Mr. Galwey, J.P., Mr. Mor- 
phy, J.P., and Mr. Cruise, R.M., was held to-day in the 
court-house, but the evidence against the prisoner being 
barely circumstantial, he was remanded for further exa- 
mination. The prisoner denies, in the most positive 
manner, having any participation inthecrime. Heisa 
married man and his wife resides in Killarney, where he 
also resided before last Sunday week. He is a native of 
Kenmare.— Chronicle. 

WeEpDNEspayY.-—Before the petty sessions commenced 
this day, a further private inquiry was heli into the 
charge of murder against the above-named prisoner by 
the magistrates. When they entered the court, the 
Chairman (Mr. D. C. Coltsman) made a statement, the 
subject of which is contained in the following certificate 
given to the prisoner by the magistrates :— 

“ Petty Sessions District of Killarney. 

“The magistrates presiding at the petty sessions, 
Killarney, having caretully and minutely investigated a 
charge against Michael Foley, of having been concerned 

‘in the murder of. Biddy Sullivan, on which charge said 
Michael Foley was arrested on suspicion, are of opinion 
that all circumstances which gave rise to suspicion against 
him have been most satisfactorily explained, and they 
are.of opinion that, in ordering his discharge, it is their 
duty to state that no stain whatever rests on his cha- 
racter.” 

The prisoner was then discharged.--Kerry Post. 


Protection or Game.—lIn'a recent publication we 
pointed out to. the excise authorities, under the impres- 
sion that they were specially and officially bound to 
interfere for the protection of game, the unprecedented 
extent to which poaching was being openly carried on in 
every direction throughout our ccunty. Our attention 
hes since been drawn to a passage on the second annual 
report of the Commissioners of Inland Revenue, from 
which it would appear that that board by no mgans con- 
siders the duties of its officers lie in the direction which 
we had supposed. The following is the passage of the re- 
port referred to: —“Game Certificates, Ireland.-——-The duty, 
trifling as it is in amount, isthe cause of much trouble and 
correspondence, besides numerous prosecutions, the cost of 
which falls upon therevenue. We find it no easy task to 
reconcile the views which we entertain of our duty as 
guardians of the revenue, with those of the Irish land- 
holders, who look upon us as the appointed guardians of 
their game.” From this it would seem that the com- 
missioners repudiate the idea of their being bound to 
protect the game of the country, and of course while 
they do so, the Excise officers cannot be expected to im- 
pose upon themselves duties that the body to which 
they are responsible do not require of them. Under 
such circumstances it is fortunate that a club is being 
formed in our county for the protection of the game, and 
it behoves them to be prompt and active in putting their 
arrangements into operation, inorder to put a stop as 
much as possible to the present condition of things, 
which is anything but satisfactory.— Kilkenny Moderator. 

Tue Dancers OF Paper Currency.—A gentleman 
who recently sent a pair of inexpressibles to the 
washing, was much puzzled on their return to make 
out the contents of a cket.

FoneRAL oF A Hero.—The funeral of General 
Cler, who was mortally wounded during the Italian 
campaign, has just been celebrated with considerable 
pomp at Salins (Jura).

The: pall-bearers were M. de uregard, prefect of 
the Jura; M. de Grimaldi; member of the Council- 
General ; Captain Caffrelli, the deceased general’s 
aide-de-camp’;; and Captain Blum, orderly officer 
to Prince Napoleon. Immediately after the hearse came 
the general’s charger, led by a Zouave, while another 
so of the same corps carried a velvet cushion, on 
which were placed all the general’s decorations, with his 
hat and sword. The church was hong with black, on 
which were escutcheons bearing the names of “ ‘Tractir, 
Laghouat, Magenta, Alma, Inkerman, Sebastopol,” in 
all which battles the general had been present.
